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A Sunset from Danby Beacon. The horizon is formed 
by Westerdale and Glaisdale Moors and Danby High 
Moor. Little Fryup Valley is seen leading away in that 
direction, and, just where it opens into the valley running 
transversely across the picture, a bend of the Esk can be 
caught reflecting the pale light of the sky. Sheep may just 
be distinguished among the grey boulders. 
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
